room to send additional appliances along with senior officers. The main staircase was totally involved in fire. The occupants 
were trapped on the upper floors. In this situation, Shri Nesarikar along with crew, without considering to their personal 
safety, entered into the building by using charged hose line, ladder and rescued 18 persons (10 male, 07 female and 01 girl 
child) from the building.

Subject: Setting up of Rashtriya Swachhata Kosh (RSK) 

No. S-11011/3/2016-SBM—The Government of India launched the “Swachh Bharat Mission” on 2““* October 
2014 with the aim to achieve Swachh Bharat by 2nd October, 2019. The Swachh Bharat Mission consists of two Sub- 
Missions; 

(i) Swachh Bharat Mission (Gramin)—The thrust of this Mission is to improve the levels of cleanliness in rural 
areas by making Gram Panchayats Open Defection Free (ODE) and through Solid and Liquid Waste 
Management activities. This is being administered by Ministry of Drinking Water and Sanitation, Government 
of India and; 

(ii Swachh Bharat Mission (Urban)—The thrust of this Mission is to improve the levels of cleanliness in urban 
areas by making urban areas Open Defection Free (ODE) and through Solid Waste Management activities. 
This is being administered by Ministry of Urban Development, Government of India and; 

2. In order to augment the resources for financing the Swachh Bharat Mission, the Government of India made an 
enabling provision to levy Swachh Bharat Cess @ of up 2% or less on all or certain services in the Union Budget of 2015-16. 

3. Pursuant to this enabling provision, the Government of India, vide its Notification No. 22/2015-Service Tax, 
dated 6th November, 2015 levied Swachh Bharat Cess at the rate of 0.5 per cent with effect from 15.11.2015, on all services 
that were liable to Service Tax. 

4. A dedicated non-lapsable fund is constituted in the non-interest bearing section of Public Account of India under 
the new minor head with the nomenclature ‘Rashtriya Swachhata Kosh’ below the Major Head ‘8235-General and other 
Reserve Funds’ for crediting the proceeds of Swachh Bharat Cess. 

5. The funds accruing into Rashtriya Swachhata Kosh (RSK) will be distributed between the two Sub-Missions i.e. 
Swachh Bharat Mission (Gramin) and Swachh Bharat Mission (Urban) in the ratio of 80:20 respectively. 

6. The proceeds of Cess thus transferred to the ‘Rashtriya Swachhata Kosh’ will be utilized as per the guidelines and 
components of Swachh Bharat Mission (Gramin) and Swachh Bharat Mission (Urban) with due appropriation authorized by 
Parliament. 

7. The accounting procedure for transferring the proceeds of Cess into the RSK will be formulated by the Ministry 
of Drinking Water and Sanitation in consultation with Controller General of Accounts and Ministry of Urban Development. 

8. The expenditure from the RSK will be monitored through the Management Information System (MIS) of the 
respective Ministries (Ministry of Drinking Water and Sanitation and Ministry of Urban Development). The accounts of the 
RSK shall be subject to internal and statutory Audit. 

9. The Rashtriya Swachhata Kosh is constituted with effect from the publication of this Notification in the Gazette 

of India.
